2,300 GERMANS CAPTURED

French Drive Has Cut Ger- 
man Line of Communica- 
tion From Peronne North- 
ward — Gegmans Counter 
Attack, But Are Repulsed. 


The French north of Peronne are 
holding tenaciously to the salient they 
have driven into the German line east 
of the Bethune-Peronne road near 
Bouchavenes. They hold intact, too, 
the’ tewn of Bouchavenes and other 
points along the line captured in the 
offensive started Tuesday. Their cap- 
ture of a powerfully organized German 
trench system south of the Le Priez 
farm, near the road running west from 
Rancourt to Combles, has put Com- 
bles in further jeopardy. 

Fighting in the region of Boucha- 
venes: has been sanguinary. Finding 
that the French had cut their line of 
communication from Peronne _ north- 
ward, the Germans threw violent at- 
tacks..against L’Abbe wood and Hill 
76, south of Bouchavenes, and retook 
both places. The French, however, re- 
turned viciously to the attack, and aft- 
er hard fighting, some hand-to-hand, 
finally drove out the Germans and kept 
the ground they had won. 

In the two days’ fighting more than 
2,300 Germans were taken prisoner and 


a large number of guns and machine

For railroad commissioner, the only 
other state office in competition, James 
Cansler, who has been running for the 
office at each election within the past 
twelve years, has been nominated over 
Albert S. Fant by a majority of 23,000. 
The vote for railroad commissioner 
stood at 10 o’clock: Cansler, 70,307; 
Fant, 47,107. 

In the third congressional district, 
where F. H. Dominick defeated the in- 
cumbent, Wyatt Aiken, the later re- 
turns merely confirmed the early fore- 
casts of Aiken's defeat. 

The vote will run about as high asin 
the first primary two weeks ago, when 
it was about 137,791. In the first pri- 
mary Mr. Blease received 64,384 votes. 
In the second primary Mr. Blease’s 
vote is expected to be about 67,000, an 
increase of less than 3,000 votes. Mr.

The theme of the book is the military 
training of boys, although the author does 
not overlook in it his opportunity to treat 
of the entire “preparedness” question in its 
broader sense; and the subject has never 
before been discusssd so broadly and s0 
interestingly in this country as it has been 
in this volume of Colonel Gignilliat.

Perhaps it’s the autumn in the veins, or 
the fact that I went to bed and got up early, 
or just merely that I’m home again. 

Anyway, I feel in a mood for mildly crow- 
ing this morning, and I shall exult to the 
extent of referring those newspaper “ex- 


perts” who have been belittling my news 
work for the pust two months to the returns 
of Tuesday's primary. 

Please permit me just the whisper of a 
crow! In view of the fact that certain 
newspapers who were not seeking the real 
truth—as I have been doing—have been pre- 
senting me persistently to the public as an 
unmitigated liar, you will doubtless agree 
with me that I am entitled to it. Not that 
I relish the pleastre of crowing.

A day or so later I was instructed to join 
the dynamic Dorsey at Moultrie, which is 
in far south Georgia. My only instructions 
were to “TELL THE TRUTH” and give the 
Situation ag I found it. 

I had been with Dorsey through extreme 
week before I 
became satisfied with the correctness of the 
reports of his popularity. I beheld with my 
Own eyes the amazing hold he had gotten 
on the masses. He had been literally taken 
into the bosom of the people. And from 
the end of that week I never feared for 
Dorsey’s victory. 

My Reports Were Never Colored. 


I realized in the beginning that exaggera- 
tions would serve as boomerangs that would 
knock my assignment into a cocked hat, for 
the ubiquitous press agents of the opposi- 
tion were hard at our heels, eager for evi- 
dence which would serve to discredit the 
Dorsey campaign. If those press agents and

80 vigorously sought to discredit my reports, 
to wait until the triumphant twelfth for the | 
vindication of my professional veracity. 

May I be pardoned, therefore, and acquit- 
ted of a manifestation of undue pride, if I 
simply point with one hand to my reports 
and with the other to the returns, asking 
the public to judge as between me and those 
who have attacked my reports?

SPECIAL COMMODITY 
RATES CONSIDERED 


Rate Revision Hearing Resumed 
Before State Railroad 
Commission. 


The rate hearing was resumed Wed- 
nesday morning before the state rail- 
road commission, after a recess since 
last Friday. 
their proposed special commodity rates 
on asphalt, road oil, cotton seed oil, 
pitch, coal or gas house tar and pitch, 
asphalt paving blocks and coal and 
coke. 

The first witness placed on the stand 
by the carriers was G. 8S. Rains, gen- 
eral freight agent of the Seaboard Air 
Line, who presented the proposals of 
the railroads in regard to asphalt, road 
oil and coal or gas house tar and pitch. 

Mr. Rains explained that it is the 
desire of the carriers to have all the 
foregoing commodities placed in the 
Same class and to have the same rate 
apply to all. 

The carriers, 
the position that 


said Mr. Rains, take 
as the result of 
changes made in the rates on these 
commodities, the rates having orig- 
inally been based on the rates on rosin, 
the rates have been constantly de- 
pressed until a situation unjust to the 
carriers has been brought about. 


Rates Made the Same. 


The interstate ratings on asphalt, 
road oil, etc. said Mr. ains, have 
been made the same as on coal tar, in- 
terstate, in order to unify the clas- 
sification of these somewhat similar, 
but highly competitive commodities, 
and that the Georgia roads now de- 
sire the commission to harmonize the 
Georgia rates with the interstate rates. 

He filed exhibits to show that the 
rates on these commodities in nearby 
southern states have been influenced 
to a considerable extent by the alleged 
unreasonably low rates in Georgia, and 
that the proposed Georgia rates as 
shown by comparison with the rates 
from other producing points in the east 
are reasonable rates. 

A discussion arose over what con- 
sideration should or should not be 
shown Georgia ports. Frank Wilby, 
representing shippers’ interest of Sa- 
vannah, made it clear that Savannah 
is not seeking any gre considera- 
tions in the making of new rates. Mr. 
Wilby stated that , & believes that all 
rates ought to be the same from all 
points. 

The proposals of the carriers to make 
the intrastate rate on road oil in Geor- 
gia the same as the present rate on 
asphalt interstate into Georgia, it was 
stated, will result in reductions in all 
cases. 

It was pointed out that there is no 
commodity rate for cotton seed oil 
pitch in Georgia, except from 
nah and Brunswick 
lanta, and that there 
of this commodity. 
carriers desire that this rate between 
the points mentioned be cancelled, and, 
if in the future movement should de- 
velop, the same rate would apply as 
for coal tar and piteh. 

Asphalt Paving Block Rates. 


The proposed rates on asphalt pav- 
ing blocks were presented by C. McD. 
Davis, general freight agent of- the At- 
lantic Coast Line. He explained that 
asphalt blocks are composed of as- 
phalt and sand, and move under class 
A. He stated that the proposed rates 
will represent a reduction under class 
A; also a lower rate than on asphalt, 
but somewhat higher than on sand. He 
declared that there is small movement of 
asphalt paving blocks in Georgia and 
that most of this is through the Georgia 
ports from points east. The railroads, he 
said, are seeking a uniform basis for 
Georgia as compared with interstate 
rates. 

The proposed rates on coal and coke 
were presented by N. B. Wright, gener- 
al freight agent of the Central of Geor- 
gia. He stated that the present rates 
in Georgia for long distances are re- 
garded by the carriers as too high, and 
that a reduction will be asked. He was 
on the stand at the noon recess. 

He proposed to the commission a 
scale which would have the effect .of 
leveling the rates in Georgia. This is 
to be reached by advances for dis- 
tances not in excess of 77 miles, and 
the application of a scale about equal 
the low scale of the Central of Georgia 
railroad from Alabama coal fields ‘tv 
Columbus, Ga.
